Ho might have added 
to tboiu how birds, animals, and flah thrive 
that live principally, It not entirely, on in- 
sects. Tho whale is an insect-eater, and, as 
is well known, assumes enormous propor- 
tions, while it is very fat, active, and strong, 
and ordinarily lives a century if it does not 
moot a violent doatb. Tho giant ant-eater 
is a fonnidablo boast, remarkable for its 
strength and long life. 
Tho most beautiful 


as well as tho most musical of all our song 
birds subsist almont entirely on a diet of 
insects. Tho mocking bu'd soon loses its 
superior gift or song and imitation if de- 
prived of spiders, wlu'cl. constitute 
its 


favorite article of food. Hero is a 8ug£o.i- 
tiun tiiat opera-singers would do well to take 
ad vantage of. 


A distinguished ornithologist states that 


tho metallic lustor on tho plumage of birds 
is duo to the insects they eat 
Birds that 


devour grain, llsh, and vegetables have 
liomoly or unattractive plumage, but tUe 
feathers of birds tbat oat bugs, ants, aad a 
variety of small insects are very beautiful. 
Tho crow, which eats corn aad moat, is an 
awkward, clumsy, dlsiigrooabio bird, that 
producer a mon.t discordant sound, and has 
no friends. 
TLo lady bird, however, is ft 


marvel of beauty and loveliness, and spends 
iti time when not displaying its flno p'.umaso 
in eating insects. One of the most beautiful 
of all our common insects is the lady bug, 
which subsists entirely on othor insects. Tho 
most beautiful of all fish, as well as tho one 
most desired for food, is the brook trout. 
Its food in its natural state consist.? of in- 
sect). Transferred to artificial ponds and 
I'od on curd nnd liver, it loses most of iti 
beauty and excellence as a table dainty. Its 
lino color and oxquislto flavor appear to bo 
duo to tho insects It eats. 


The women of Circassift are regarded as 


tho most boautiful'in the world. Their food 
is largely of tho Iliad of wblch John tho 
Baptist partook. In tho portion of Asia 
whore they live, locusts aro served up in 
various styles and constitute one of the lead- 
in; articles o£ food. They are stewed in 
oat's or maro'3 milk, and are said to form 


a dish that can scarcely bo distinguished 
from ono of stewed oysters. They are fried 
in olive oil, broiled on coals, and, mixed 
with dates, are baked after the maauor of 
a mince pio. Largo quaii'tStios of locusts ars 
also 
dried 
and 
afterward 
pulverized, 


mixed with millet meal, and mado into 
ioavo.", which aro baked in rude ovens. 
Those loaves servo tho purpose of both 
broad and moat. Dried locusts are articles 
of commerce in many parts of Asia and 
Africa, and aro often transported on camels 
long distances, 


Tho author of tho work, "Why Not Eat 


Insects!'' thinks tho;o creatures will bo very 
popular as articles of food as soon as people 
can bo induced to tost them. He admits, 
however, that there will likely bo dif- 
ficulty in introducing them, and suggests 
,hat destitute people iu times o£ groat scar- 
city would bo likely to try them in order to 
avoid tho distress of protracted hunger. 
But lie is wrong in bis calculations. 
Insects 


must bo made fashionable among the rich 
before tho poor will have anything to do 
with them. 
Convince wealthy women that 


they can bocomo as boautiful as tho maidens 
of Circassia by adopting the same diet, and 
gras-hoppors witl)bo in groat demand. 
Con- 


vince them that thoy ca:. slug like nightin- 
gales if they will eat tho samo food, and 
they will welcome flies to thoir dining rooms 
instead of trying to exclude them. Make 
them beliovo that the grace of tho lark may 
bo obtained by devouring bu^s, and thoy 
will search tho meadows for them.

As Osaka has boon fitly termed tho "Ven- 


ice of Japan," I should dub Kioto tho "Paris 
of Japan," for it la one of: the liveliest and 
most interesting cities in tho mikado's em- 
pire. It Is known among tho Japanese af 
"Saikio," or tho western capital, just as 
Toldo signifies the eastern capital. Kioto is 
about tho size aad population of San Fran- 
cisco, but lacks an imposing nppoavar.co, 
owing to the absence of! largo and noble 
structure;!, tho houses being generally smuii, 
wooden and unpaiuted, varying from ono 
to tbroe stories in height, 
Tho streets are 


regular, and through tho central portion ot 
tho city ruii3 a small river, from which nu- 
merous canals branch otr and pormoafco tho 
remotest suburbs. Kioto is alcnost wallod in 
by a chain of high mountains, which form 
a most boautiful littlo circular valo about 
ton or twelve miles in diamoinr. 


Gion-nmuhi is tho principal thoroughfare, 


nnd is full o£ novel sights and scenes. Be- 
fore reaching this street wo cross a largo 
bridge, which spans a -wide river bed, and 
which in tho Bummer months Is completely 
dry. Both banks aro lined with throe-storied 
tea bouses, and on warm and sultry evenings 
tha pedestrian will see tho whole bod cov- 
orod witli littlo platforms, 
upon which 


sociable parties—mother, fathers and lovers 
—are whiling away tbo tlmo in talking, 
smoking, and drinking salt!, tho great na- 
tional beverage, a mild liquor mado from 
rico. Tho Japanese aro a domestic pooplo, 
and soom to enjoy lifo in its utmost sim- 
plicity. 


In tho suburbs aro numerous toa houses of 


entertainments, where refreshments (toa 
cake, rice, ate.,) nro • daintily served by 
pretty and coquettish young Jap maidens. 
All of them are exceedingly polite and mod- 
ost, and those two traits combined with 
their pretty faces, mako many of them very 
attractive, 


\\'<s enter Gion-machi, and are at once in 


a perfect chaos of humanity. 
Tho street is

thronged with natives rushing in nil direc- 
tions. There aro no sidewalks in this coun- 
try, and conwpontly everybody promo- 
nades in tho center of tho street. Jinrich- 
fihas, a two-whoelod conveyance drawn by 
ono man, roll about hither and thltbor, tboir 
owuors shouting unintelligible words to clear 
tho way. 
A foreigner dwells in constant 


fear of being run down by one of those vehi- 
cles, but the Japa don't Boom to worry about 
it in tho least. As wo pass along thero 
Moms to be an unceasing round o£ gayety 
and activity in one form or another, 
Tbo- 


ntros! Any number. 
Why tho whole street 


seems to contain nothing olso but theaters, 
jugglers, monkey shows, fortune tellers, 
bow and arrow shops, and all varieties of 
amusement Tho Japanese jugglers are fa- 
mous tho world ovor, and I saw several 
marvelous feats of deception and legerdo- 
inain. Osaka, however, is most notod for 
those performers. 


At tho upper end of tho street wo notice 


largo volumes of smoke omapating from a 
email wooden building, and as wo draw near 
the incessant chatter of voices from tbe 
interior salute our oors. Curiosity prompts 
us to poop within. Admittance is easily ob- 
tained, for wo havo Imi-o only to slido back 
tho half-open door and slip in. Lo and bo- 
hold, it is u public bath housol A large 
wooden tank, filled with 
steaming hot 


wator, some throe or four feet deep occu- 
pies about half of tho rcom, anJ disporting 
and bathing in various sections aro some 
eighteen or twenty Japanese of both sexes. 
Bathing costumes in Japan, if not unknown, 
nro at luast looked upon as mi entirely un- 
necessary article, and undoubtedly a native 
would go crazy iu trying to find out what 
they wore used for. These custom i, however 
shocking thoy may be to foreigners for the 
first time, are carried out by the Japanoio 
without the slightest sonso of impropriety; 
and tho fact that thoy aro customs which 
have boon in voguo for hundreds of yoari, 
approved of by thoir pagan religion and 
sanctioned by tho imperial govenimeut, is 
enough to satisfy any of Japan's fair sons 
and daughters that thoy at onco both right 
and proper. 


Lot us ramble among tho historic wonders 


of Kioto. 
Wo jump into a jinrlchsha, and 


in fifteen minutes are deposited at tho hugn 
gateway approaching the pagan temple uJ 
Gion, tho most popular ono among tha 
Japanese. Tho Summon, or groat gato, is 
an imposing structure by itself, being sonm 
thirty-five feet in height, of expensive wood, 
exquisitely carved to roprosont chrysanthe- 
mums and lotus flowers, glided and painted 
in various colors. Tho tomple is of carved 
wood, and is about sixty feet wide and oighty 
foot long. In tho interior, wl:oro wo aro 
permitted to go n.ftor iirst removing our 
shoes, are several largo and gilded images, 
representing heathen deities, bufore which 
we observe idolaters of all ages kneeling 
reverently 
and 
uttering weird prayers, 


seemingly 
undisturbed by our unfeeling 


presonco. Tho walls and ceilings are arLis- 
tically ornamoutod with p'ctures of poets, 
sculptors and many unique floral designs. 


Tho templo of 8an Jin San Gendo is a 


singular place. It is o long, low building, 
containing 33,3H3 gUdfld images. 
In tho con- 


tor of tho building is a monster idol called 
tho 1,000-handed Kwaiion, and ho is cer- 
tainly well represented, for hands seem to 
bo attached to his body on all portions. In 
front of him aro a largo group of followers, 
and COO life-sized images ou oachsido,rangod 
in tiers. Each idol is abundantly supplied 
with hands and with othor diminutive idols, 
so that all countod together aggregate tho 
marvelous number of 33,333. 


Ic is queer what numbers of beggars, 


quacks and potty dealers frequent tln> pul>- 
lic places in Japan. Often at tho entrances 
of temples I have been importuned by a half 
dozen miserable looking objects to giv» 
them a few sen, and always pursued tho 
policy of remaining obdurate whon 
too 


man}' were about, knowing that a few cents 
scattered among them would bring a per- 
fect swarm. 
Thoy will resort to most any 


device to excite your sympathy and pity. I 
Lava frequently had occasion to witness the 
revolting spectacle of leprous and disoasod 
parsons groveling in tho dust to solicit your 
charity, but thankfully they are kopt within 
curtain limits and are easily avoided.

Wright, Justice Baxter, Dr, Flower and 


| tjtbera at onca started lor New Glarus to 
hold an inquest, and determine, it pos- 
sible, the cause of his death. 


A jury WBB impaneltd and atter ei- 


amming the witnesses that found hire, 
Dr. Blumer, of New Glarus, Dr. Loot- 
bourow, of Monroe, aud Dr. Flower, ol 
Monticollo, examined the remains, and 
fovnd that the deceased came to bis 
death by contusion of the brain, caused 
by blows on the head. 


During this examination two important 


witnesses yonng Norwegians, came into 
town, and stated that they knew some- 
thing about tho matter. 
They were at 


onco subpoenaed, and testified that they 
saw an Irishman, named Will Wagner, 
deal Frank tho fatal blow. 


The jury found that tbe deceased 


came to bis death by a blow on the head, 
struck with some blunt instrument, un- 
known to the jury, and in tho hands of 
William Wagner, and found him guilty 
of murder. 


Wngner waa arro_atod by Sheriff Morse, 


in the town of Primrose, where he wns 
working. He was taken to Monroe on 
Monday morning. 
Tbo prisoner admits 


that he pushed i'rank over, but denies 
the striking. 


Frank leaves a wife and two children 


to mourn his sad fate; struck down with- 
out a moment's warning, almcet in the 
bloom of his lite. 


Sheriff Morse, accompanied by J. H. 


Strawaer, went through here about two 
p. m., en route for the scene of the crime. 
About an hour later District Attorney 
Douglas aad Dr. Loofbourow passed 
hers on the same errand,

Frank wae 29 yeard old; and, when
